Writing in the Federationist, Mr. 
Appleton, secretary of the Central 
Federation of Trades Unionists in 
Great Britain, in reference to the cry 
of “no indemnities and no annexa- 
tions,” says: 

“It is impossible to state or even to 
estimate the value, in terms of mon- 
ey, of the million of lives sacrificed 
to the ambition of Germany's mili- 
tary caste, or the mental and moral 
agony of the people whose countries 
she has occupied, or the material re- 
sources she has destroyed, or of the 
deferred and ultimate consequences 
of her fight for world domination. 
But it is certain that she has impov- 
crished the world and filled humani- 
ty’s cup of sorrow to oyerflowing. 
It is obviously impossible to extract 
from a Germany beaten even to her 
knees such indemnities as will  re- 
store to those’she has outraged the 
material resources and artistic treas- 
ures they enjoyed prior to August, 
1914; but it should be neither impos- 
sible nor unjust to exact such terms 
as will keep her so occupied in mak- 
ing restitution and reparation that 
she will have no time during the pre- 
sent century to dream of or prepare 


for further military adventures, The 
world owes this much to itself. To 
absolve the aggressor from all ma- 


terial penalties is to invite future and 
better prepared attacks.”

For 20-per cent. Reduction in English 
Live Stock 


The expectation is, according to} 
The Farmer and Stock Breeder, that 
live stock holdings in the United 
Kingdom will have to be reduced by 
20 per cent. owing to feed shortage. 
It is not anticipated that there will 
be any forced diminution in’ pure- 
bred’ meat animals and the dairy 
stock will stand next in line for con- 
servation, Horses, especially’ those 
kept for pleasure purposes, will be 
put on short feed, and it is quite pos- 
sible some of them may be used for 
human food. 

This, however, is only part of a} 
change which is promised in English 
agriculture. Three million acres of 
grazing lands are to be broken up 
this year, and more will be broken 
next year, the intention being to put 
the United Kingdom in a position to 
be permanently practically independ- 
of foreign food supplics so far as 
grain is concerned, What the effect 
of a lessening of pasture and increase 
in grain producing arga will ultimate- 
ly be in the matter of the production 
of meat and dairy products it is dif- 
ficult to say. In Englatd. the stock- 
carrying capacity of a given area in 
grass is much more nearly equal to 
the carrying ability of an equal area 
in cultivated land than is the case

Preserving Eggs 


Valuable Advice Furnished by 
Government Expert 


Eggs can be preserved jn.dry salt, 
lime water or water glags. In order) 
to secure satisfactory results eggs 
must be clean, but not washed, and 
absolutely fresh when put down. In 
preserving the object to be aimed. at 
is to exclude air, so as to prevent eva- 
poration of the egg from outside 
sources. Where eggs are put down 
in salt they should be set on end and 


a 


packing should be’so done that all 
parts of each egg will be covered 


with salt. 
ln preserving with water glass ten 
per cent. of the water glass should, 


be mixed with pure water and 
thouroughly stirred. Ten. quarts of 
"| the mixture will cover fifteen to 


wenty dozen eggs. Any good, clean 
vessel can be used, but it is better 
te use one of wood, glass, or crock- 
jery than one of metal. A_ sweet, 
{clean barrel is good, where fifty doz- 
jen or more are to be preserved, A 
clean, cool, sweet cellar is the best 
place to put the containing vessel. 
|All eggs must be completely covered 
‘by the water glass as long as. they 
are in storage. If some of the liquid 
|evaporates add more water. A good 
lid or cover on the containing vessel 
will prevent evaporation, 

When water glass eggs ane to be 
!boiled stick a needle through the 
shell at the large end of the egg to 
jprevent the shell from breaking.

perimental Farm says lime water is 
quite as effective as water glass and 
‘not so costly. One pound of fresh- 
burned quicklime:is enough for five 
‘gallons of water. The method of 
preparation is simply to slack the 
lime with a small quantity of water, 
‘then stir the milk of lime so formed 
jinto the five gallons of water, After 
the mixture has been kept well stir- 
j1ed for a few hours it is allowed to 
settle. The supernatant liquid, which 
is now saturated lime water, is drawn 
‘off and poured over the eggs previ- 


ously placed in a crock or water- 
tight barrel. x 
As exposure to the air tends to

This sort of thing now 
happens daily in the campaign of 
persecution directed against the patri- 
ots. 

“Large towns like Brussels 
Antwerp , continue to swarm with 
spigg, and they often visit small 
to and even villages where they 
think there is the slightest chance 
to prosecute their abominable trade. 
Occasionally the secret police dis- 
guise themselves as escaped French 
prisoners, or pose as guides ready to 
‘help the distracted people to escape 
through the electric wire frontier. 
When they have succeeded in gain- 
ing the confidence of their victims, 
they promptly denounce them to the 
kommiandatur. 

“The next stage is the tragedy in 

rison, from which escape is almost 
impossible. Eyery day the victims 
are visited in their cells, not by jud- 
ges and lawyers, but by German of- 
ficers and police bullies, who wring 
confessions from them. I know one 
man who was cross-examined in this 
way for eight hours without intermis- 
sion and without food, When thevfirst 
torturer was exhausted he was re- 
placed by a secand, who continued 
the ordeal. The prisoner, refusing to 
confess, was threatened and struck in 
the face. 

“Some times ‘gents provocateurs,’ 
disguised as prisoners, mix with the 
abusing the Germans and 
complaining of their cruelty. In this} 
wway.,.they, obtain, the sympathy and 
confidence of their companions, and, 
if the latter are unwise enough to 
trust them, they are promptly con- 
fronted with , them and* obliged to 
confess their fault. I also know} 
cases where relatives and friends of 
p@ipners were arrested, and the lat- 
ter’ were told that their mother or 
sister had denounced them, 

“Trial is a mere farce. In most 
cases the defendants may not receive 
the help of a Belgian barrister. This 
depends entirely on the good-will of 
the governor of the district. ‘he 
usual procedure is for the German 
clerk, after the indictment has been 
read, to speak a few words for the 
defence, without having’ any knowl- 
edge of the case. If a_ barrister 
does attend the case, he is not al- 
lowed to communicate with the pri- 
soner, either in prison or elsewhere, 
so that it is impossible for him to 
obtain knowledge of the facts. 

“The only way to help the prisoner 
is to obtain information by bribery 
fromthe clerk in charge of the dos- 
sier, and after the man has been con- 
demned to address a petition to the 
Governor-General.”

Bread Allowance Cut One-Third and 
There are Now Two Meat- 
less Days a Week 


The conditions as to food supplies 
in Germany may be ¢onjectured from 
the fact that it is now definitely set- 
tled that the best fed of the German 
fighting units subsist on a ration 
which equals only three-fifths in 
weight and value that issued to the 
4ritish troops. The best nourished 
German troops are those in reserve 
just back of the fighting lines. They 
receive the maximum ration. Since 
ithe spring of 1916, however, their 
bicad allowance has been cut down 
one-third. The greater part of this 
reduction has occurred during the 
last eight months. There are now two 
meatless days a week in the German 
trenches, Even the indispensable 
sausage allowance has been cut down 
to two and three-quarter ounces 
daily. Rice has been eliminated en- 
tirely, being replaced by dry turnips. 

A comparison between the British 
and German rations is interesting and 
illuminating. The only issues which 
are common with the two forces are 
bread, meat and vegetables. These 
are common in substance but not in 
weight or quality by any means, The 
Germans have exclusively an issue of 
flour and sausage, while the British 
|have exclusively rice, oatmeal, jam, 
cheese and bacon,

The True Issues of the War and 


What the Allies Must 
Insist On 


It is good news that comes from 
Washington that the president is soon 
formaly to associate American opin- 
ion with that of the Allies in the 
matter of certain objects of the war. 
The only nation in the war that has 
from the outset clearly, definitely de- 
cleared for the formula of no annex- 
ation and no indemnity is the United 
States. A recognition by the United 
States of the justice of the French, 
Serbian and Belgian title to indem- 
nity, of the French claim upon Al- 
sace-Lorraine and the Italian claim 
upon Trieste and the Trentino will 
be a useful contribution . to clarify 
the situation, and it should serve to 
destroy the latest German campaign 
for a German peace. . 

Last winter the German press and 
the German leaders told their people 
that peace would come not later than 
July 1. They explained that the Al- 
lies were bound to make'a new  at- 
tack in the west. They forecasted 
the defeat of this attack and assert- 


fed that when this offensive had been 


checked there would be an end of all 
Allied hope of winning the war and 
peace by negotiation would follow. 

It is clear that the Germans are 
now making a desperate effort to give 
at least a scimblance of reality to the 
hopes they awakened six months 
ago. Unmistakably we are in the 
presence of another German peace 
drive, which is to be stimulated in 
every possible quarter where German 
influence or pacifist sympathy exists. 
We shall find many echoes in the 
United States, and we must look for 
many manifestations in states still 
neutral, like Sweden, Holland and 
Switzerland. , 

Today the Germans are endeavor- 
ing to make use of Socialist propa- 
ganda and Socialist leaders to force 
a German peace. The old alliance 
between the Puritan and the “black- 
leg” is now being reproduced in the 
concerted action of the Pacifist and 
the Prussian. 

The American people should bear 
clearly in mind what are now the 
issues’ of the war. There can be no 
talk of peace founded on _ justice 
which does not start with the propo- 
sal by Germany to evacuate all the 
country which she has occupied— 
Belgium, Serbia, Roumania, Northern 
France and Russian Poland. Until 
Germany makes such a proposal it re- 
quires no argument to demonstrate 
that she is merely attempting to ex- 
ploit a world-weariness of war and 
a universal longing for peace to the 
end that she may preserve some por- 
tion of her booty.—New York Tri- 
bune. 


Natural Gas 


Inexhaustable Supply in Alberta 
Available for Manufactur- 
ing Purposes 


One of the greatest resources or 
the province of Alberta is the enorm- 
ous deposit of natural gas to be 
found in many parts of the province, 
but especially in the south-eastern 
section, near Medicine Hat. At Med- 
icine Hat itself there are twenty wells 
owned by the municipality of the 
city, with an approximate daily open 
flow of 50,000,000 cubic feet, equal to 
200,000 horsepower, of which less 
than one-tenth is: actually in use. 
Seventeen wells flowing about 170,- 
000,000 feet a day, have been drilled 
at Bow Island, the gas being piped 
200 miles to the city of Calgary, sup- 
plying Lethbridge and Macleod and 
other towns en route, Gas has also 
been found near Wetaskiwin, Castor, 
Viking, Tofield, High River and on 
the Athabasca River. This inexhaust- 
ible fuel is available for power pur- 
poses for manufacturing, and where 
it has been developed is supplied at 
very low rates.

Tunnelling the 
English Channel 


What the Value Would be Is Brought 
Home During War Times 


_ War, that for long years has filled 
Englishmen’s minds with fear of in- 
vasion if a tunnel were to be built 
under the English channel, strange- 
ly enough has pointed the very wis- 
dom of the great undertaking. If 
there had been a tunnel under 
English channel during this war, 
Great Britain would have.been  re- 
lieved of the task of conveying to and 
fro from Frnace the ‘transports and 
hospital ships which convey men and 
munitions and wounded and sick to 
and from the battlefields of France. 
The allies could laugh at threatening 
submarines in those waters, All these 
things the Englishman sees _ today, 
and it is more than likely that one of 
the first great after-the-war engineer- 
ing feats that will be undertaken will 
be the construction of the English 
channel tunnel. 

At a recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical society in London, Sir 
Francis Fox explained that owing to 
the necessity of keeping the tunnel 
well within the thickness of the 
grey chalk that is characteristic of 
the southern limits of England, there’ 
would be a slight curve, The maxi- 
mum depth of water over the chan- 
nel would be from 160 to 180 feet, 
and the roof of chalk over the struc- 
ture has been fixed at a minimum 
of 100 feet. 

The tunnel would consist of two 
tubes of 18 feet diameter. All the 
work would be done by electrically- 
driven machinery, and excavation 
and other operations would be car- 
ried on simultaneously at many 
points, and a record speed would be 
reached, The tunnel could be work- 
ed and ventilated and pumped by 
electricity from a Kent power-station 
ten miles inland. 

The tunnel would have a dip in the 
level of the rails forming a . water- 
lock by which the tunnel could, in 
case of emergency, be filled with wat- 
er from floor to roof for the length 
of a mile. This would be under con- 
trol of Dover Castle, and the entrance 
and exit of both tunnels would be un- 
der the gun-fire of the Dover forts. 

Trains would be run direct from 
London to Paris iri less than six 
hours, and passengers would be able 
to go from London to Constanti- 
nople, Petrograd, and by the Siber- 
ian express to the Far East without 
change of carriage. 


Liquid Fire 


How This Terrible Weapon of Des- 
truction Is Projected 


The Germans have not hesitated to 
introduce any of the ancient or mod- 
ern weapons Of offense and defense 
which they thought would be of ad- 
vantage, regardless of The Hague 
Conventions or accepted standards 
of civilization. Among these is “liquid 
fire,” a weapon of value principally 
because of its demoralizing effect up- 
on those attacked. There have been 
casualtics resulting from liquid fire, 
but it is the psychological effect that 
is sought. 

The apparatus usually consists of 
a metal tank holding about four gal- 
lons of liquid to be burned, a section 
of pipe from this tank to a rubber 
hose at the other end, in which there 
is a smaller metal pipe about a yard 
long fitted with a nozzle and a fric- 
tion igniter, as well as an oil-burn- 
ing wick. There is a valve near the 
tank and another near the nozzle. 
Benzol, from coal tar, and crude oil 
are used in equal proportions and are 
carried in the tank under a pressure 
of approximately 300 lbs. per square 
inch, this pressure being maintained 
by compressed nitrogen, an inert gas 
having no effect upon the contents 
of the tank. The tank and accessories 
are carried by one man, while the 
nozzle is carried by a companion 
when liquid is being burned. Or it 
may be fixed in position and operated 
by the same man who carries the 
tank. 

In use a cap is drawn from the 
end of the nozzle and a wick burning 
kerosene or similar oil is thereby 
lighted, since the cap is a friction ig- 
niter, The oil is then turned on and 
is ignited as it leaves the nozzle un- 
der great pressure. The result is a 
flame of burning oil about 30 yards 
long. For two-thirds of this distance 
the flame is straight, but it then 
turns up as does any other flame. 
The flame may be directed against 
the ground, but care must be taken 
not to deflect it too sharply, as it 
may strike the ground and turn back 
toward those operating the device. It 
is therefore not well suited to turn- 
ing down into a trench. 

It is claimed by an expert from 
the American Chemical Society that 
liquid fire is not so eficctive a weapon 
now that it is understood by the 
troops and means for defense have 
been worked out. It can readily be 
understood, however, that a number 
of such devices, with the roar of the 
escaping oil, when used together gave 
a means of demoralizing the defend- 
ers of a trench especially at night, 
and in the beginning was a valuable

Steel That Won't Rust 


A steel that neither rusts nor tar- 
nishes has been discovered in Eng- 
land. It is what is commonly called 
an alloy stecl; that is, it differs from 
ordinary steel in that it contains a 
special element of metal. In _ this 
case it is chromium, which is main- 
ly responsible for bestowing the 
stainless, and rustless properties, By 
incorporating from twelve to thirteen 
per cent. of this metal in mild car- 
bon steel the new properties are ob- 
tained. An English metallurgist, in 
gathering together some rods of steel 
which had lain a long time in his 
laboratory, noticed that while most 
of them were badly rusted or stain} 
ed, a few were as bright %s_ when 
originally made, This led to the pre- 
sent discovery and manufacture of 
the steel,
